Election of Species 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

A first species, depicted in Figure 3A. 
A second species, depicted in Figure 3B. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, at least claim 1 appears generic. 

Applicant's election of the second species, filed on 07/08/2005, was non- 
responsive because applicant did not specifically identify which claims were elected. 
The examiner has not accepted applicant's argument that the Figures 3A and 3B 
describe a single invention because applicant did not clearly admit on the record that 
the species were obvious variants of each other. The examiner will grant applicant's 
request to withdraw the election requirement upon receiving a clear admission, as 
described in the underlined section of the form paragraph below. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is 
elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional 
species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon 
the elected species. See M.P.E.P. § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant should submit 

evidence or identify such evidence now of record ShowiflQ the SPecieS to be ObviOUS variants Of 

Clearly admit on the record that this is the Case . In either instance, if the examiner finds one of 
the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 



every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore the low pass filter 
elements must be shown or canceled from claims 1 1 and 12. No new matter should 
be entered. In response to applicant's comments filed on 07/08/2005, the drawings 
do not clearly and distinctively show every feature recited in the claims. Specifically, 
none of the figures display "passive components" in a low pass filter arrangement or a 
low pass filter consisting essentially of resistors and capacitors. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."
